(June, July, August, 1902-03, 1903-04), 
and done some work during the holidays 
and occasionally night. The commit- 
tee stated that brought official docu- 
ments, but could verify its statements 
with the dean’s records. Questioned 
the duration Painton’s summer courses, 
all three mebmers the committee were 
positive that they covered three months 
each (June, July, August, sometimes ex- 
tending over into September). There- 
upon, the Credential Committee exhibited 
the certificate the superintendent 
schools San Mateo County, giving 
Painton’s term service 1903- 
04) said county, ten months and ten 
days yearly. the balance the year 
had been employed the College Phys- 
icians and Surgeons, would represent 
only one month and half study, 
yearly.”

Other instances irregularity the College 
Physicians and Surgeons, San Francisco, taken from 
the records the State Board Medical Examin- 
ers, the major portion which records were de- 
stroyed fire: 

the College Physicians and Surgeons 1901. 
Under the rules then force was entitled one 
year credit for the degree M., but attend- 
ance the “regular course” from January July, 
was compulsory upon all students. Official docu- 
ments the possession the board indicate that 
Stowell was principal the High 
School, San Jose, from 1896 1900 (July June 
annually.) would thus appear that Stow- 
ell had had but one regular course, 1900 1901. 
Stowell his application for certificate 
made oath that his diploma was procured the reg- 
ular course instruction, without fraud mis- 
representation any kind. The annual announce- 
ments the college during Stowell’s alleged attend- 
ance contained the following: more par- 
tially attended sessions will not count one full 
this college.” 

1903. Von Radesky was granted di- 
ploma after less than one complete course. 
claimed the title the time matriculat- 
ing, but his credentials consisted principally 
osteopathic license; had been prosecuted the 
Board Medical Examiners for illegal practice 
medicine Alameda. The Dean the College 
Physicians and Surgeons admitted the Creden- 
tial Committee that Von Radesky had other cre- 
dentials, and that was bad Von Rades- 
ky’s diploma was accepted the Nevada board. 

During 1904 the California Board found 
several diplomas had been granted the College 
Physicians and Surgeons after only three annual 
courses. The applications all such graduates, 
none whom was entitled advanced standing, 
were promptly rejected the board. conse- 
quence, some took additional course, either in- 
structor student, the college, 
sought more favorable fields neighboring States. 

1905. Hilda Simon graduated after only three 
years’ attendance, one year credit having been

granted her knowledge massage” (state- 
ment made Credential Committee several 
classmates).

Dean the College 
Physicians and Surgeons claims that Dr. North- 
signed the register Epworth Semin- 
ary, lowa,” the time matriculating, and that 
after investigation gave her credit for one year. 
The Recorder the University California, and 
the Commissioner Education, Washington, C., 
fail find any Seminary that name conferring 
the degree claimed the Dean ques- 
tion. Washington board has rejected Dr. Nor- 
they’s diploma. Recently Dr. Northey agreed 
enter Eastern college and conform the four- 
year requirements. 

Guntz failed three major sophomore 
subjects Cooper College, and was requested 
repeat that year. forthwith entered the junior 
class the College Physicians and Surgeons and 
was graduated two years later (1906). 

Harris and Frederick Leach failed sev- 
sophomore subjects Cooper College, were ad- 
mitted the junior class the College Physi- 
cians and Surgeons and graduated two years later 
e., the same time their former Cooper Col- 
lege classmates. 

Watanabe graduated from fourth rate 
anese medical college, that time unrecognized 
the government and which pupils the Sixth 
grammar school grade were admitted without ex- 
amination. The College Physicians and Sur- 
geons admitted him the senior cass violation 
the association rules requiring students meet 
the entrance requirements before being granted ad- 
vanced standing, and allowed him interpreter. 

Sweezy failed, 1903, freshman anat- 
omy, histology and chemistry, the University 
California. was admitted the sophomore 
class the College Physicians and Surgeons, 
San Francisco, and graduated

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THE PRONATED FOOT AND ITS CLIN- 
ICAL SIGNIFICANCE.

The object this paper direct attention 
the general practionier neglected subject; that 
static deformity the foot. 

Lovett, Whitman, Bradford, and others have dem- 
onstrated that the pronated foot common af- 
fliction, and productive much trouble, but, exclu- 
sive orthopedic surgeons, apparently few clini- 
cans know its existence. Yet prevalent the 
condition that per cent the applicants the 
nursing school the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital, suffer some degree from this deformity. 

Patients continually present themselves the 
physician, suffering from vague distress the feet, 
cramps the legs, leg ache, and back ache, painful 
ankles, knees hips, all referable deformity 
the foot, yet the real condition goes unrecognized, 
and the patient given drugs and liniments, and in- 
formed that has rheumatism. 

Probably true that the average practioner 
recognizes pronounced flat-foot when sees it, and 
knows that certain amount discomfort attends 
it. But there are preliminary stages talipes val- 
gus, which sinking the bony arch has oc- 
curred, but where certain relations 


foot are distorted interfere with the 


mechanics locomotion, and cause pain. 
these stages, the average practioner does 
ceive the real cause the trouble.

These several distorted relations the foot can 
best grouped under the most characteristic at- 
titude, that pronation. The foot capable 
flexion, extension, adduction, abduction, supination 
and pronation. This latter, composite move- 
ment the ankle joint and astragalo-scaphoid joints, 
produced normally the contraction the peronei 
muscles, the act walking uneven ground. 
But where abnormal elements enter into the mechan- 
ics weight bearing, either from weak distort- 
anatomical structure, unusual stress and trau- 
ma, the movement pronation becomes character- 
istic the deformity, and typifies the weak foot. 
The ultimate result pronation talipes valgus. 

search for the etiologic factors pronated 
feet, find most prominent, infantile rickets, mal- 
nutrition from exhausting diseases, various nerve

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lesions, improper attitudes standing and walking, 
misshapen shoes, haelus valgus, and valgus ankles. 
The exciting causes are prolonged standing, ex- 
cessive weight bearing and traumatism.

Probably the greatest predisposing element the 
modern shoe, which invariably produces halux val- 
gus, thereby distorting the proper leverage the 
tarsus, and relaxing the flexor longus pollicis tendon. 
this one act, the arch has been robbed its 
strongest support. The osseous and ligamentous ele- 
ments the arch, not constitute its strength. 
the muscular support from above that makes 
capable bearing its great burden, and the prin- 
cipal muscles having this function are the flexor 
longus digitorum, and the flexor longus pollicis. 

The predisposing factor second importance 
the bad foot gear wear, the perverse habit 
turning out our toes, while walking and standing. 
This entails error the mechanism locomo- 
tion, and throws the weight the body line 
that crosses the natural weight bearing structures 
improper point, and favors the weakest post- 
ure the foot—that pronation. Add these, 
the diminished sole area found the average shoe 
—and characteristic women’s shoes—the exces- 
sive standing and carrying burdens incident 
civilization; the many injuries which the foot 
and sum the principal casual fac- 
tors. 

The distress attendant upon pronation the foot, 
due variety unnatural relations; inter- 
osseous ligaments are stretched; articular cartilages 
are compressed abnormal ways; muscular fatigue 
induced, each which singly, all combined, 
may compromise the patient’s comfort. first 
signs change are not descent the bony 
structure, but inward rotation the astragalus 
and scaphoid. The londitudinal arch lengthens 
the foot assumes position abduction. Later, 
the internal malleolus descends, and the outer edge 
the sole becomes everted. This approaches flat 
foot. Yet the initial stages, the plantar surface 
contact with the ground, shown the foot- 
print, gives sign flattened arch. 

But if, addition the foot-print, outline 
tracing the foot made, that the line rep- 
resents perpendicular dropped from the overhang- 
ing foot, quite apparent that definite altera- 
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tion from the normal has taken place. 
outline tracing the unspoiled foot, line 
drawn from the inner side the heel the inner 
side the head the first metatarsal, will

found that the tuberosity the scaphoid, dropped 
perpendicularly, practically falls upon this line. 
pronated feet all degrees, the tuberosity the 
scaphoid, dropped perpendicularly, always 
without this line. This can taken rough 
criterion pronation. 

this stage the progressive deformity, mani- 
fold symptoms arise, though not all pronated feet 
produce pain. fact, few patients know .that 
there any defect the foot, itself, and person 
will admit that has incipient flat-foot—that 
aspersion. all the complaints, the most com- 
mon that fatigue. The sufferer often removes 
his shoes ease his feet. 

The next frequency, probably, are paresthesiz, 
circulatory disturbances, and sweating. 

Pain, present, generally occurs night 
after going bed; later, experienced when 
the feet the daytime. This may be—First: About 
the inner portion the medio-tarsal joint; Sec- 
ond: About the outer half the medio-tarsal joint; 
Third: Beneath the internal malleolus; Fourth: 
the metatarso-phalangeal joint the great toe, 
may diffuse over the metatarsal and phal- 
angeal joints, and radiate down the toes. this 
position, sometimes known Morton’s pain- 
ful disease the foot; Fifth: There may vague

pressure upon these areas produces pain. 


Pains this nature might arouse the suspicion 
the most obtuse clinician, but not obvious, 
though equally valid, that static deformity the 
foot produces cramps the legs, painful ankles, and 
monarticular arthritis the knee and hip, and that 
pronated feet are frequent concomitant, and prob- 
ably accessory the condition chronic villous 
arthritis the knee. has lately been demon- 
strated Schwab and Allison (in the Journal 
A.), that pronated feet are partially respon- 
sible for the ataxic gait tabes dorsalis.

that interesting disease, characterized red, 
swollen, painful toes, radiating pains the feet, and 
arterio-sclerosis the tibial arteries, known ery- 
thromelalgia, flat foot rather common coinci- 
dent. 


But not the relations which bears un- 
usual diseases, that should engage our attention 
much. What should know that many the 
trivial discomforts the lower limbs have their 
origin pronated feet. Sherman states the equa- 
tion: strain leg ache and back ache 
eye strain head ache.” 


attempt relieve the patient his deform- 
ity and distress, naturally our measures are ortho- 
pedic. The first requisite restore, much 
possible, the function the great toe. extreme 
hallus valgus, course, this possible only through 
osteotomy. the average case simply necessi- 
tates the wearing shoe having straight inside 
line; manipulations that tend straighten the 
crooked digit; dressing the feet socks having 
separate compartment for this toe, and the more 
extreme cases, placing toe-post, leather sleeve 
the shoe. Besides this, the patient must practice 
adduction, the voluntary contraction the ad- 
ductor pollicis muscle. practical aid the 
attempt restore the lost function the hallux, 
advantage have the patient wear the 
house, the common Japanese sock and sandal. 


Secondly: The flexor longus pollicis, and the 
auxilliary supports the arch must strengthen- 
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rising high upon the toes, repeatedly, and lat- 
act springing upwards. Walking upon 
the outer edge the feet good practice. Then 
the four square position must assumed stand- 
ing, and the toes pointed straight ahead walking, 
contrary the improper abduction, which 
prevalent. 

The shoe, itself, should that shape that 
has straight inner line, full, rounding toe, low, 
broad heel, and, addition, have the inner edge 
the sole and heel, slightly elevated wedge be- 
tween the soles, and the heel extended forward un- 
der the arch.

direct relief the patient’s discomfort, 
first, rest should hot and cold douches 
the feet; and where pain exists, steel arch sup- 
port permissible, temporary help. 
this latter gives great comfort, does not cure the 
deformity, and must not take the place gym- 
nastics. The patient must taught regain the 
strength through exercise. 


Whitman plates, made correctly, should 
shaped cast iron form the foot. Still, the 
average plates, put out the manufacturers 
orthopedic supplies, serve the purpose fairly well. 
From time time, this arch support must raised, 
the foot improves; eventually, should dis- 
carded. the aged, probably the foot can not 
strengthened sufficiently abandon the support. 


corollary the foregoing, can said that 
the practice medicine should consist the per- 
ception the nature disease, rather than the ad- 
ministration drugs; that all such meaningless 
words rheumatism should discarded from med- 
ical nomenclature since universally conceded that 
acute multiple arthritis infectious disease, and 
that the joint involvment probably represents but 
phase septicemia; that so-called chronic rheu- 
matism does not exist, but that those painful con- 
ditions, thus designated, may classified under 
least twelve different pathologic entities; and that 
one these dozen affections, often called chronic 
rheumatism, the lower extremities, entirely 
dependent upon static deformity the foot.

The wide difference opinion, not only among 
the laity but also among the members the medi- 
cal profession, regard the natural and best 
dietary health has given rise many theories 
and dietetic fads that not possible come 
any conclusion proper dietary the con- 
sideration such. Our natural inclinations and 
many cases perverted appetites play such strong 
part our views the subject that even what 
constitutes food calls forth much discussion. In- 
asmuch disease but perversion normal con- 
ditions, very naturally derive many our ideas 
diet for disease from our theories practices 
diet health. For surgical and other bed cases 
prescribe very definitely the diet, but with am- 
bulatory patients are prone leave the mat- 
ter diet the judgment the patient with 
only very brief and indefinite instructions. 

Putting away all dietetic fads, let once 
come rational and scientific basis for diet 
prescriptions. needless dwell the im- 
portance the subject hand. has too long 
been neglected altogether the minds many, 
given minor place among various therapeu- 
tic agencies. Ready-made text-book prescrip- 
tions for material medication not meet the 
mind the accurate cannot 
satisfied with what some one else has given 
disease similar nature. careful inquiry into 
the etiology, pathogenesis and status presens each 
case presenting itself for relief cure, the physi- 
cian enabled formulate line treatment 
suited that particular individual. The patient 
should treated, not the disease. just 
essential have intimate acquaintance with the 
understand fully the case itself. 

definite concept the composition and physio- 
logical action tinctura digitalis balneum Nau- 
heim; their mode producing the desired effect 
and the duration such effects, are not more 
importance the therapeusis cardiac incompe- 
tency than the same knowledge food the 
treatment digestive disturbances, constitutional 
abolism. The student taught 
haustive texts the knowledge gained from animal 
experimentation with alkaloidal substances. But 
derives his knowledge dietetics mainly from 
very brief course physiological chemistry and 
food analysis, without any reference the physio- 
logical effects produced foods ordinary use. 
And even this considered such slight import- 
ance that when begins the practice medicine 
his advice very clearly shows that depending 
upon his own personal preferences, giving the 
matter even less consideration. simply says, 
“Eat what you like, and much you like.”

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physical examinations and chemical analysis, fur- 
nish the data which prescriptions are formulated. 
Then, bear mind the chemistry and action 
careful consideration the chemical composition, 
physical structure and digestibility the foods 
used, provide dietary for the case hand. The 
diet prescription must concise and definite. Pa- 
tients should instructed the time, regularity 
and number meals, well the amount and 
variety articles eaten each meal. And 
probably still greater importance they should 
made understand that thorough mastication and 
insalivation foods are absolutely essential the 
complete digestion every particle eaten. The 
psychical element and other nervous conditions re- 
quire regulation well. For the above reasons the 
dietetist may derive the most benefit from the study 
such works those Pawlow the “Work 
the Digestive Glands,” and Hutchinson’s, “Food 
and Dietetics.” The former aid diagnosis 
and the latter standard composition and 
pharmacology foods, one may use such 
phrase; and both together scientific basis for 
therapeutics. Our own personal prejudices 
opinions must give way the sounder logic scien- 
tific investigation, and deductions from the observa- 
tion the carefully applied principles derived there- 
from. The simpler the dietary the more readily can 
such observations made. 


The laity need educated common sense 
views the subject that they may lose their fasci- 
nation for things whose properties are shrouded 
mystery. Persevering work the line diet will 
aid lessening the harmful addiction 
medicines, the origin and composition which the 
consumer knows nothing. Education essential 
part the physician’s duty the patient. 
enlist their co-operation and secure better results 
than otherwise. Yet are prone neglect it. 
Possibly because such gross ignorance fre- 
quently met that one becomes pessimistic ever 
being able instil common sense medical sub- 
jects into minds where superstition reigns. Many 
otherwise intelligent people have almost concep- 
tion the composition value foods. 


every case the patient should treated the 
individual merits his own condition and not 
one class. Just prescribing diet. One 
must thoroughly examine from every standpoint 
and prescribe accordingly. But make progress 
all necessary generalize some extent. 
For this purpose may briefly consider: Meth- 
ods investigation; and prescription-making 
and the general classes treated. coming 
definite conclusion regard defective di- 
gestion faulty metabolism one must inquire most 
minutely into the previous habits the patient, not 
only one particular, but all the habits that 
make life. stating thing patient very 
likely say for instance, that indulges al- 
coholics moderately. ‘This can mean but little, 
while the kind beverage taken and the number 
glasses day gives definite idea. The history 
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digestive disturbances infancy childhood 
are great importance tracing the course 
diseases the stomach and intestines the adult. 
The foundation for gastrectasia, hypoacidity, catarrh 
the gastric intestinal mucosa, amylaceous dys- 
pepsia, and possibly acute articular rheumatism and 
other arthritic diseases, well many functional 
diseases, laid this period. Much might said 
regard the effects upon severe infection 
generally accepted that acute articular rheumatism 
infectious disease, least one predisposing 
cause which lies the production lactic acid 
gastric intestinal Without any 
preconceived ideas the subject, have found 
that all, nearly all, cases rheumatic fever give 
history previous chronic indigestion. This 
usually asthenic type, slow digestion with low 
acidity and motility below normal. 

Modern civilized and especially American social 
conditions have brought about very gross errors 
diet. The trend rural urban populations 
has led the neglect active out-of-door exercise. 
The average business professional man allows 
lie dormant, with only slight exercise, most 
the muscles the body. The neglect walking 
many cases the most important, not the 
only cause constipation and its ensuing train 
symptoms. the rush business lunch hastily 
eaten and office work resumed immediately after 
the meal. blood diverted from the 


stomach the brain and nervous system, thus de- 


creasing the pabulum for the formation digestive 
fluids, and robbing the stomach the 
produced moderate after-dinner exercise. The 
twenty minutes for lunch gives the business man 
only time bolt into his gastric reservoir sufficient 
quantity such imperfectly masticated food 
produce a-very short time excessive secretion 
hydrochloric acid, with its ensuing heartburn 
and other disagreeable symptoms. continued, 
utterly tire out and discourage even faithful 
organ the stomach, which then fails produce 
the normal quantity hydrochloric acid, pepsin, 
and rennin. with his mind entirely upon busi- 
ness affairs the psychic element far wanting 
that the digestive glands produce almost fluid. 

Pawlow’s experiments with the esophagotomized 
dog, and the dogs with gastric fistula, reference 
the effects appetite gastric secretion, are 
well known need The conclu- 
sion reached however, such importance that 
cannot too often repeated. The proteolytic. fer- 
ment the gastric juice produced solely the 
presence food was but one-fifth the total strength 
the same produced the excitation appetite. 
the first place, with the fasting dog, there 
must real necessity for food. is, the 
organism must have torn down tissue work 
some other means that there urgent desire 
for food. the second place food must pre- 
pared appetizing way and made palatable. 
The psychic factor far more importance the 
stimulation secretion than the chemical proper- 
ties the food ingested. 

very striking illustration the psychic effect 
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has been brought out the experiment Bickal 
related the German Medical Weekly. dog 
with Pawlow fistula and opening into the esopha- 
gus was worried cat while was eating. The 
amount gastric juice produced during sham feed- 
ing ranged usually between 100 and 190 during 
the hour following sham feeding, gradually declin- 
ing the end the second hour. When 
cat was brought cage into the room and placed 
beside the dog while was being fed, became 
very much excited and angry, and only 
gastric juice were secreted during the first five min- 
utes afterward. Examination five-minute inter- 
vals showed that the secretion grew constantly less 
and less practically zero the end half 
hour. The inhibiting effect emotion the 
gastric secretion persisted even after the cause for 
the emotion had been removed. The cat was left 
the room only few minutes, but the secretions 
were evidently permanently checked for that time 
the dog’s temporary excitement. 

shown Pawlow’s experiments, the normal 
organism very remarkably adapts itself varying 
amounts single food elements, and even simple 
combinations the three food elements. But the 
diseased organism finds very difficult adjust 
its action correspond with the solid intake 
six eight course dinner, together with the vary- 
ing kinds and amounts beverages. The diges- 
tion three four articles taken one meal 
comparatively simple matter health. But the 
elaboration digestive ferments the proper 
amount and strength meet the conflicting re- 
quirements six eight dishes and not all these 
simple composition, frequently insurmount- 
able obstacle even the moderately deranged stom- 
ach. Simple diet obviates many difficulties. this 
fact lies the success such fads the milk diet, 
raw food diet and others. principles when 
rationally applied would certainly lead more 
success than when applied every case without dis- 
crimination. Over-indulgence proteids and sweets 
produces harm where over-indulgence fats would 
not. Excess proteid gives rise congested and 
irritated emunctories; excess carbodydrates the 
alimentary glycosuria, obesity, and gastrointestinal 
The application mem- 
branes such substances would the skin 
classed epispastics, produces similar condition 
internally. Mustard, pepper, ginger, and the chili 
sauces are all this type. first they produce 
the stomach and intestines the same condition and 
symptoms are produced the mouth. the 
stomach they cause increased secretion hydro- 
chloric acid and mucus. The latter protective 
measure. repeated use the gastric glands are 
worn out before the mucus cells and condition 
gastric catarrh results. Some one has advanced the 
theory that shutting off the lumen the appendix 
from the cecal cavity swelling the mucous 
membrane, due particles such substances 
forced into that organ and remaining, causing con- 
gestion, and later inflammation. May not this 


true some cases? least seems probable. 
The patient should questioned very closely 
regard his habits diet, eating, amount and 
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kinds food, also the number meals day 

and the hours when eaten. very good plan 
ask the patient give list the foods and 
beverages, and the amount each used several 
meals previous. After having obtained full and 
complete history the case seems best proceed 
with the physical examination before attempting 
chemical analysis. 

The patient should examined nutrition, 
present weight ascertained, and the loss gain 
weight from the time the onset disease esti- 
mated; general appearance the skin, its color, 
presence any disorder the sebaceous glands, 
acne dermititis should noted. If.the person 
rheumatic course the usual examination the 
joints, tendons, muscles, and nerves, made. Pro- 
ceeding more immediately the digestive organs, 
the liver should outlined, size and position 
the stomach determined, with the relative positions 
the cardia and pylorus; also the size and posi- 
tion the various portions the colon. The 
strength the abdominal muscles may gauged 
the tonicity and perhaps asking the patient 
stand and noting the degree prolapse the 
abdominal viscera. Because the patient complains 
soreness and dragging sensation the abdomen 
not proof enteroptosis. After having exam- 
ined these organs these points and others which 
will suggest themselves particular cases, one may 
know which the chemical and microscopical tests 
are necessary. 

Methods gastric analysis are quite well es- 
tablished, but the condition the salivary ferment 
frequently neglected. Before the test meal 
given the patient may asked chew small 
piece soft paraffine for given length time; 
minutes will serve very good standard. 
All the saliva secreted put into bottle, subse- 
quently measured and tested means starch 
solution known strength; cc. starch 
solution are placed tumbler and cc. water 
temperature 105° 108° added and kept 
the same temperature means exterior 
chamber water. One the saliva then 
added this diluted solution and from time time 
tested means dilute Lugol’s reagent, ex- 
ternal indicator. When the test shows colorless 
only light yellow the Lugol, reaction may con- 
sidered complete. should reached two 
three minutes. over that time, the saliva de- 
ficient ptyalin activity. Comparison the 
amount secreted five minutes, and the rapidity 
starch digestion will furnish with coefficient 
salivary activity. those who habitually eat with- 
out through mastication eat soft foods; indulg- 
ing beverages during the mastigation food, this 
coefficient will very low. have frequently seen 
specimens saliva which would not digest starch 
short one hour, and occasionally show blue color 
the end the hour. While all persons should 
instructed eat slowly this simple test furnishes 
basis upon which insist upon thorough mastica- 
tion food, the patient being told the condition and 
the means changing it. This can done the 
stimulation produced dry food. 

The normal and foreign elements the gastric 
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findings are all importance, but special value 
ordinary cases dyspepsia the amount fluid 
the stomach estimated contain the end 
hour. This together with the percent hydro- 
chloric acid will reveal the varying degrees gastro- 
succorrhea where the amount excess about 
120 cc. The total amount hydrochloric acid may 
largely excess and yet digestion proceed very 
slowly when this diluted large amount 
worthless secretion. The methods Mett have 
been found more accurate than any other de- 
termining the proteolytic activity. The acidity due 
organic acids often much importance 
the acidity due free hydrochloric. Heart-burn 
and other distressing symptoms usually accredited 
hyperacidity may arise entirely from organic acids, 
and are then controlled more effectually diet 
dry bread, egg-albumen, with charcoal after 
meals, than the use free emulsified fats and 
oils that are usually given hyperchlorhydria. Hav- 
ing considered these tests and the various methods 
ascertaining the completeness intestinal digestion 
and absorption, are position make out 
diet prescription for the patient hand.

case anacidity even without marked dilata- 
tion the digestion slow and the motility much 
decreased that necessary put six hours be- 
tween meals and interdict the third meal. For 
time least thoroughly dextrinized dry breads 
should form the principal part the meal. 
white the egg, taken raw prepared various 
ways suit the appetite, may given once daily. 
The selection fruit these cases seems 
matter experiment. the case long stand- 
ing acid fruit will well borne. But more 
often the mild sub-acid fruits only can taken 
without distress. Pear sauce, baked apple, and 
prunes are usually taken with benefit. Some times

Fruit and fruit juices which ferment easily must 
proscribed else condition mild alcoholic stupor 
results. Meat must prohibited because the 
decomposition which results from the stay five 
hours more medium which has little germ- 
icidal action. Because the quiet and recumbent 
position night evening meal may still found 
the stomach the morning. The pyloric stenosis 
prevents the emptying the stomach. because 
the decreased motility, the gastric contents will re- 
main for several hours with even normal pylorus. 

condition hypochlorhydria with deficient 
proteolytic activity sherbert fruit ice taken 
twenty thirty minutes before meal will prove 
effectual stimulant. the same may accom- 
plished acid fruit, such orange juice taken 
the beginning the meal. These measures may 
aided the use half cup hot beverage 
the close the meal, but never during the meal, 
least not while food being masticated. 

Hyperacidity two types, viz:—hyperchlor- 
hydria, which often nervous origin, and, second, 
excess the acids fermentation. always 
difficult distinguish these from the symptoms 
alone. the former, oils and emulsions inhibit the 
secretion acid. The habit using sodiumbicar- 
bonate for this condition cannot too severely con- 
demned. relieves for the time being, but does not 
alter the condition for the better. Nor does the use 
large quantities proteid the form meats, 
eggs, beans, etc., prove benefit. These take up, 
rather, use up, the acid their digestion, but the 
same time stimulate the oxyntic cells produce 
freer flow acid. This very diet together with 
condiments may have been the cause the condi- 
tion. Eating slowly and perfect mastication food 
are never ‘more essential than here. All acid fruits 
must left off, and possibly fruit discarded alto- 
gether for time. 

amylaceous dyspepsia with gas formation, the 
proteid intake should not decreased, only 
limited extent; while the starch must thoroughly 
dextrinized and given dry breads and less than 
the usual quantities. Honey better than cane 
sugar these cases. This true all forms de- 
fective carbohydrate digestion the imperfect oxida- 
tion sugars. Possibly this due the fact that 
honey does not require inversion. seems more 
rational allow thoroughly cooked starches 
diabetes than entirely proscribe carbohydrates, 
and certainly yields better results than the Von 
Noorden system. the latter the body clogged 
with excess the products proteid metabolism, 
and poisoned the absorption toxins from its 
decomposition the intestines. Fats and oils, free 
emulsified will largely take the place the 
proteid which may seem necessary give. 

The dietetic treatment obesity and its opposite, 
malnutrition, often secondary general measures, 
even though the one may require decrease 
alimentation and the other increase. That obe- 
sity due more deficient catabolism than in- 
creased alimentation seems very evident, 
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whether not the patient has indulged alcoholic 
beverages. Alcohol not the only toxic agent that 
decreases catabolic activities. The alcohol autoch- 
thonous origin may much cause propor- 
tion the amount produced fermentation. These 
conditions effectually elude investigation that 
speak them diatheses, and prescribing salicyl- 
ates, etc., fail give attention the diet and gen- 
eral habits the patient. 

our hands chronic inflammatory rheumatism 
and all gouty diatheses receive more benefit from 
careful and persistent regulation the diet and 
general life, then from all the alleged 
“uric acid known. would entirely pro- 
hibit meat and meat derivatives, beans, tea and cof- 
fee. These last items are fully much impor- 
tance the decrease the proteid elements. The 
caffeine nearly like uric acid that the system 
seems unable change more completely 
oxidize it. Not only so, but the symptoms 
nerve irritation, headache, neuralgia, insominia and 
restlessness neurasthenia, and tenderness the 
sympathetic ganglia, are kept them long after 
they might otherwise have disappeared the use 
general treatment. Rheumatics, especially obese, 
are benefited what might called starvation 
diet, fasting. This may practically accomplish- 
diet consisting very largely fruit. Some 
cereals and fresh garden vegetables will, course, 
included. While citrus fruits may seem ideal 
from theoretical standpoint maintaining the 
alkalinity the blood, yet condition excessive 
acidity the stomach frequently present that 
oranges cause distress and must left out the 
diet. Both eggs and milk may allowed. Raw 
and soft boiled, poached eggs, the whites 
the form egg-nog, with fruit juices cream, are 
more readily digested than hard-boiled eggs. The 
egg-nog especially good for those very weak 
digestive power. Many physicians prohibit eggs be- 
cause they are supposed give rise uric acid 
one gouty tendency. When taken mentioned 
and moderate number this certainly cannot the 
case. Simon makes the statement that pseudo- 
nuclein, which egg-albumen consists, cannot form 
uric acid; that which furnishes uric acid 
and that neither milk, nor eggs contain it. milk 
not well borne for any reason, cream, buttermilk, 
Koumiss may used. Olives and olive oil will 
take the place proteids some extent and act 
favorably upon the constipation which may accom- 
pany rheumatism and frequently obstinate 
these cases. Honey beneficial because its laxa- 
tive properties. 

the dietetic management both rheumatism 
and nephritis and all 
much may gained attention food combina- 
tions. are three food combinations which 
seem especially bad. food often discarded be- 
cause this disagreement, when taken alone, 
with other things, would give trouble. Sugar, 
with milk cream, the same meal and especially 
when mixed, are almost sure produce fermenta- 
tion. are rendered even more harmful 


the addition sugar and cream. Acid fruits with 
milk produce indigestible curds, and the end give 
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rise fermentation. Cream, with milder fruits, 
not objectionable because greater per cent 
fat and therefore less tendency form curds. 
Again, milk, when taken alone, may form large 
curds while taken with cereal preparation would 
broken into smaller pieces. Fruit, with the 
coarser vegetables,—cabbage, turnips, carrots, etc.,— 
produce both gastric and intestinal fermentation 
taken the same meal. Fruit digests very quickly, 
while cooked cabbage, because the cellulose fiber, 
requires three four hours. The fruit will ferment 
before the cabbage can digested. This fermenta- 
tion and gas formation continued the intestines. 

There much that might improved the diet 
usually given fever patients. pyrexia, all the 
tissues the body are subject increased oxida- 
tion. There seems more than proportionate 
break down the proteid elements. urine 
loaded with urates while the same time the system 
guards against the taking proteid any but very 
small amounts decreasing the peptic ferment and 
acid. The digestion rebels against any but the sim- 
plest albumens, and this condition continued well 
into convalesence. Gluten from per cent 
variously prepared gruel bread may given 
throughout the course fever. For children and 
especially infants, the cereal waters are preferable, 
but exclusive diet cannot continued long. 
Egg albumen can used almost any case, either 
raw soft cooked. special value where 
other foods are not palatable. Meat broths and ex- 
tracts may considered principally gastric stimu- 
lants. Their food value exceedingly low. the 
former does not exceed per cent the analyses 
Hutchinson, while the extractives predominate 
and them due the stimulating properties. Meat 
extractives and dextrin are the two strongest chemi- 
cal excitants the secretion hydrochloric acid. 
But offset this the case meat extractives 
the added amount waste matter taken into the 
system and consequently increased work thrown 
the kidneys. acute nephritis the nephrites 
plicating Scarlet fever, typhoid fever, etc., this 
small item. Typhoid bacilli grow most luxuriantly 
upon bouillon, multiplying more rapidly than any 
other medium. course the bacilli which the 
most harm are those the intestinal mucous mem- 
branes. But increase number the intestinal 
contents may produce reinfection the lymph fol- 
licles and mucous membrane generally. Dr. 
Walls, paper read before the Chicago Medical 
Society condemned the use milk infectious dis- 
eases intestinal origin, for the same reason. 
referred more especially its use treating chil- 
dren. But milk cannot said quite good 
medium for germs meat broth. The fact that 
many epidemics typhoid fever, say nothing 
diphtheria and the exanthemata have been traced 
milk infection, should lead look upon with 
disfavor. The milk larger cities allowed 
pass unchallenged the bacteria not exceed 
the cubic centimeter. the stomach pro- 
duced normal per cent acid these would give 
trouble. But fever the acid very low alto- 
gether absent and the bacteria multiply without 


hindrance. Since the nutrient value both meat 
broths and milk far exceded egg albumen and 
liquid preparations the cereals and gluten, 
would seem that they are entirely unnecessary. 

non-toxic intestinal antiseptic indicated, 
certainly typhoid fever, nothing could 
better than fruit juices. Three minutes pure 
lemon juice will render innocuous the culture any 
pathogenic germ. This property shared some 
extent all fruit acids. Tympanites greatly de- 
creased and largely obviated fruit juices are given 
early the course the disease. Scraped apple, 
well cooked pears and peaches, and fact the pulp 
almost any fruit may used. goes without 
saying that berries are not included because the 
seeds. The juice the lemon and orange may 
variously prepared the latter given pure. Fruit 
acid not only makes ideal intestinal antiseptic, but 
also serves the purpose refrigerant. The alka- 
fine base the organic acid acid salt aids main- 
taining the alkalinity the blood, and the oxida- 
tion and elimination the acid products proteid 
metabolism materially aided thereby. While 
set diet list can apply all cases, this has given 
the best results. 

These rather scattering rmarks leave almost un- 
touched the subject diet chronic Bright’s 
and diabetes. Though almost thread-bare sub- 
ject, yet one nearly daily importance the 
physician general practice. finds difficult 
the ordinary home regulate the menu his 
patients. For this purpose classified diet list will 
serve control the range foods. desired the 
amounts each article may written in.

WILFUL DECEPTION CASE 
HYSTERIA.*

little over four years ago, paper read be- 
fore the Sacramento Society for Medical Improve- 
ment, endeavored draw the attention the 
local profession more sharply those cases de- 
ception the hysterical which were conscious 
wilful, and therein distinguished from invol- 
untary subconscious simulations where the pa- 
tient was deceived well the attending physi- 
cian. Detailed mention was made case reported 
Rothmann and Nathanson the Archiv fur 
Psychiatrie und Nervenkrankheiten Bd. Heft. 
1899, patient who simulated chyluria in- 
jecting milk cream into the bladder. wish this 


have been read the Thirty-sixth Annual Meet- 
ing the State Society, San Francisco, April 18, 1906. 
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afternoon relate instance deception many 
respects remarkable, although not baffling. 

The patient question, Isabella G., age years, 
native California, Italian parentage. Both 
parents are neurotic, the mother particularly so, but 
both very good physical condition, they had 
always been. brother died the age reputed- 
brain fever. Other children are healthy. The 
previous history the patient uneventful. 

January 1905, the family physician was 
called. The apparent condition was that gen- 
eral weakness, and anemia with complaint chronic 
constipation and thirst. symptoms referable 
the nervous system were remarked. The attend- 
ant prescribed liberal diet, organic preparation 
iron and sodium phosphate. 

January 21, 1905. Condition much the same. 
Attention was directed the parents the scanti- 
ness the urine. Treatment remained unchanged. 
January 25, 1905. Constipation increases, move- 
ment the bowels without aid castor oil. Eats 
but little. Passages are small and dark. Urine 
still scanty. Temperature 98.2, pulse and 
weak. Prescribed infusion digitalis. 

January 30, 1905. Improvement noted. Pulse and 
temperature normal. Treatment 
changed. 

February 19, 1905. Physician was called again, 
the parents complaining that she urinates scarcely 
all, and eats nothing. Urinates but once 
hours. Was catheterized twice following hours, 
about two ounces urine being obtained each 
time. The odor and color the urine were good 
and the result further examination was nega- 
tive. this time new symptom developed, viz., 
cough which was practically constant, keeping 
hour after hour. For least hours the patient 
was without sleep. Chest examination revealed noth- 
ing. The parents were assured that the cough was 
nervous nature, and chloral and bromide were 
ordered. 

February 24, 1905. Cough continues before. 
Catheterized daily, but only few drops urine 
gotten each time. 

February 25, 1906. consultant was called. 
was suggested that some cerebral condition account- 
for suppression urine, and the continued cough. 
Cocaine and nitrate silver were advised for local 
application the pharynx. The consultant exam- 
ined the ears and asked there had been any bleed- 
ing therefrom, which there had not been. That 
same evening the child’s handkerchief was flecked 
with blood which she declared have come from 
her ear. There was blood the auditory canal. 

February 26, 1905. Was called consultation 
myself. The cough this day was not quite ag- 
gravated, but still existed. Suspecting the nature 
the trouble hysteric, counseled removal 
adjacent hospital and complete isolation from 
the family. This was accordingly done, but the 
strain upon the patient and the mother was great 
that after few hours the hospital reunion 
was effected and the patient went home. None the 
less, the policy ignoring her was carried out 
pretty well home. 

February 27, 1905. About this time, discoveries 
began crop up. Wet spots the carpet were 
found due urine. Some urine-soaked rags 
were found concealed under the bed. large paper 
bag, which should have been full raisins, was 
empty. This accounted for the apparent 
ing and the dark stools. The patient vigorously 
denied urinating surreptitiously and eating the rais- 
ins. But the cough ceased abruptly. 

March 3rd. Was found yesterday have urin- 
ated into the coal hod. order the physician 
food was put convenient places and the parents 
left the house for some time. their return the 
food was gone, but the child could not induced 
eat the presence others. 
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March 22nd. Has improved very much, but still 
urinates secretly. 

April 13th. Decidedly better. Has urinated nor- 
mally for the past two weeks. Has confessed that 
she got blood from her wrist feign bleeding from 
the ear, and that she had urinated onto rags and 
about the room for the purpose deceiving those 
about her. From this time recovery was rapid 
and ultimately complete far the condition com- 
plained was concerned. Within the past month 
the family physican has reported her perfect 
health all appearance. 


Now, such cases are means rare enough 
report account rarity, but seems that 
the present instance there are several points 
worthy particular attention. the first place, 
the age unusual. There precocity out the 
ordinary that induces child years, illiterate 
parentage, feign train symptoms worthy 
practiced hysteric years age and luxurious 
surroundings. goes without saying that such pre- 
cocity pathologic and akin, will occur many 
you, that facility deception which enables 
child like age and station into the witness 
stand and tell circumstantial tale attempted 
rape which either product her own imagina- 
tion, the result suggestion and training the 
part vicious adult. skill and pertinacity 
the child sticking the original tale spite 
all efforts the physician the cross-examiner 
confuse her marvelous. examples are 
sharply distinguished from those which the 
child herself deceived and believes implicitly 
the truth her assertions. not think that this 
distinction sufficiently pointed out. For some, all 
such simulations are wilful and the unfortunate 
hysteric looked upon liar from choice and 
without reason. ‘There are fact two mental 
states, which while objectively identical, are sub- 
jectively far apart. The innocent simulation orig- 
inates subconsciously, result the patient’s 
abnormal suggestibility. She has conscious part 
the deception, which she the victim well 
those about her. The deliberate deceiver is, how- 
ever, wide awake. emotions are chiefly 
fault. With all such individuals there craving 
for attention and notoriety. are self-centered 
extreme degree, having but the haziest per- 
ception what outside the sphere their own 
world, and but little care therefor. The all-im- 
portant thing them the gratification self. 
Every chance seized upon, which offers increase 
attention. This morbid craving for notice leads 
them the use all means, fair foul, for the 
accomplishment their ends. Hence the exaggera- 
tion existing symptoms, the invention new ones 
and the prolongation illness. 

The evolution symptom complex inter- 
esting trace. present instance, the patient 
began with real debility uncertain nature. 
complaint thirst induces the physician ex- 
amine the urine, which happens scanty and 
this remarked upon. This imbues the patient with 
desire make the symptom more pronounced and 
anuria shortly follows. passing cough arouses 
the anxiety the parents, and the cough accord- 
ingly aggravated the “nth” degree. Repeated 
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urging take food brings fictitious fasting. Ex- 
amination the ears consultant, rewarded 
the second attempt finding the external ear 
smeared with blood. And the patient piles 
Pelion Ossa until the family circle well-nigh 
distracted. things are usually facilitated 
the stupidity, born anxiety, other members 
the family, or, what very common, the skillful 
aid confederate, for there esprit corps 
among the psycho-neurotics and one gladly lends 
aid another for the discomfiture the Philis- 
tines. astonishing see what length neu- 
rotic mother, sister, aunt, cousin, will help- 
ing the deception the rest the world. 

the righteous explosion wrath which follows 
the exposure these wiles, must not allow our- 
selves forget that the state mind that permits 
such things be, morbid. This mere mis- 
chievousness, and such not spanked out 
them. The will such individuals sub- 
servient their powerful emotions that they have 
little control over actions which the normal indi- 
vidual would inhibit. Hence the impropriety 
punishment for misdemeanor. What amounts 
harshness must sometimes applied, but 
should done sympathetically the knife the 
cautery are used surgery, for cure, not for pun- 
ishment. danger inappropriate treatment 
not great here the case innocent simula- 
tors. Threats operation usually bring them 
their senses before the operation begins. Roth- 
mann and Nathanson’s case proposed trepaning 
brought the patient out trance. the other 
hand, there question that many unconscious 
simulators submit unnecessary operations. have 
for part, one case least, saved patient from 
such operation, which was about under- 
taken perfect good faith the operator and with 
full consent the patient. Subsequent history amp- 
justified the interference. There many bot- 
tled appendix ovary whose only offence was that 
was the object too much attention from its 
owner. the importance recognizing these 
cases evident. 

deliberate deceptions, recognition tanta- 
mount cure. Once the physician, and, what 
likewise importance, the family, are convinced 
the true nature the symptoms, and take measures 
accordingly, they will soon rewarded tacit 
spoken confession from the patient, and the rest 
easy. spite the simplicity these cases, 
once the light let_in them, they can prove 
source immense trouble allowed unde- 
tected, and all practitioners should well alive 
their existence, and look sharply for flaws the 
statements any patient whose malady savors 
the extraordinary. 

Finally, the justifiability the diagnosis 
hysteria, this particular instance, may ob- 


jected that these are not sufficient grounds for the 


basis such diagnosis. For part, think they 
are, but that really cuts very little figure, far 
the main issue concerned. Whether hysteria, 
neurasthenia, the psychology such cases

REPORT THE 17th AND 18th CASES 
COCCIDIOIDAL GRANULOMA.

desire place record two more cases 
coccidioidal granuloma diagnosed during life and 
observed the service Drs. Bryant and 
Cates, Los Angeles. The disease has 
been diagnosed during life number times be- 
fore, but the increase among the working class 
the San Joaquin Valley, renders its importance 
great that early diagnosis the trouble seems 
especially necessary view the fact that the well 
established cases invariably die. case Dr. 
Samuel Gardner, with local lesions the ankle, 
which resulted his promptly amputating the leg 
after diagnosis, the only case that seems have 
been entirely cured. 

The disease presents varied picture that 
lesions unusual nature anywhere the body 
bearing resemblance syphilis tuberculosis and 
occurring especially people from the San Joaquin 
Valley should suggest this disease. person 
familiar with its varying picture, particularly where 
there are skin lesions, culture tests not seem 
absolutely essential the diagnosis, although 
the present stage our knowledge the dis- 
ease, extremely important that the diagnosis 
should corroborated culture experiment. 

addition the report the two cases, have 
added brief summary the cases thus far re- 
ported, including three not yet published, which 
were reported before the Association 
American Physicians last summer. 

The following two cases were observed the 
Sisters’ Hospital, Los Angeles, the service 
Drs. Bryant and Cates. 

Case 17. Examined July 10, 1906. Naka Shima. 
Age 28. Native Japan. Has been employed 
track work the Southern Pacific San Joaquin 
Valley, for some months preceding the entrance 
the hospital. was referred the hospital for 
treatment because pain the neighborhood 
one the ankle joints, accompanied swelling 
and some redness. diagnosis rheumatism 
was entertained first, and gonorrheal compli- 
cation was also suspected. conditions were 
ruled out after close observation and the adminis- 
tration salycilates, and the appearance an- 
terior cervical adenitis. ankle lesion, well 
the glands, went and were 
surgically treated, all being healed days. 
the course few weeks further abscesses ap- 
peared the vicinity the former ones, and one 
appeared upon the face over the malar bone and 
another above the eye-lid. was apparently 


Read before the Association Railway Surgeons, San 
Francisco, August 22, 1906, with presentation Case 17. 
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connection with the bone. Patient said have 
gained weight. Temperature was never above 
100°. There was slight cough. epididymitis, 
but vague history specific disease. this con- 
dition saw the patient with Dr. Cates and through 
his kindness was given opportunity examin- 
ing fresh abscess the ankle region which the 
doctor opened. The growths shown are sub-cul- 
tures from the pus obtained from this abscess. 
connection with the bone could made out 
probing and Dr. Cates stated that had been un- 
able detect any connection any the abscesses 
already opened. 

the time the patient was exhibited, six weeks 
later, there were new developments except evi- 
dences that some the healed surgical wounds 
the neck were ready open again from pus accumu- 
lation beneath. 

Case 18. Examined July 10, 1906. Thomas 
Age 24. Native Greece. Lived 
this country years and the San Joaquin Val- 
ley months. His initial symptoms began about 
June 15, 1906, the left side, low down the 
axilla, with pain similar pleuritic pain. His 
pulse was 92; temperature normal this time. 
Shortly after this there was breaking out the 
scalp and face, pustular character. The pain 
continued the side just above the spleen and 
for the month following slowly developed pain 
the substernal region, worse the mornings. 
July that was the seat the greatest 
pain. His temperature had been extremely irregular 
ranging times 105°. His pulse varied greatly, 
following the temperature and rose from 
120 the course day. Quinine was admin- 
istered with relief the temperature which was 
probably malarial The patient had 
gland enlargement pain abdominal lesions. 
There was slight progressive loss weight. The 
chief symptom the time saw the patient, was 
referable the skin from the forehead, where there 
was slight outbreak covered with crusts, under- 
neath which small amount pus was present. 
The lung condition was still more interesting. Over 
both lungs, front and back, loud moist rales were 
heard. ‘There were irregular areas dullness 
quite extent. was not able obtain speci- 
men the pus this case before left the hos- 
pital, and the diagnosis not confirmed cul- 
microscopic examination, but the case seemed 
typical one this disease which the lung 
symptoms were most prominent, and the skin lesions 
quite characteristic.

ABUSES.*

Proprietary medicines are substances which some 
one has exclusive right make sell for med- 
icinal purposes. exclusive right may depend 
secret methods manufacture, patent the 
and substance both, America, copyright 
the substance. patent the name, copy-

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right, one the most effective methods acquir- 

ing and mantaining exclusive rights the case 
medicines whose virtues are fictitious, though sec- 
recy some cases equally effective, for time. 


Proprietary medicines are not either good bad 
reason their origin. the language the 
day, none are “ethical” per se. 
possibility greatest danger occurs among secret 
preparations and partly the fact that 
secrecy regarding remedy may have more serious 
consequences than secrecy the manufacture 
steel rope and many other indispensable articles. 
The chief objection that dependence can 
placed the constancy action such substances, 
and that certain comparisons can made ob- 
servations their action. They are not fit for scien- 
tific deductions. 


There difference between pro- 
prietary medicines advertised exclusively physi- 
cians and those advertised the general public— 
the former periodicals special circulars, 
the latter newspapers, handbills almanacs, 
rocks, fences and barns. are, perhaps, 
more frequently secret composition, but recently 
this difference has been abandoned with great osten- 
tation some makers so-called medi- 
cines. One the other may honest intent and 
harmless even useful effect, just either one 
may fraudulent conception and dangerous 
use. The same lawless nomenclature followed 
cases, the euphonious hideous, outlandish 
suggestive names being much alike all. furth- 
evidence similarity, preparation that begins 
most blatantly newspapers fences may 
time find welcome reputable medical journals, 
and, the other hand, remedy first advertised 
and used physicians may time advertised 
newspapers form the leader cut-rate drug 
store the drug counter department store. 


comprehensive way, but impossible specify with- 
out becoming lost the endless confusion they pre- 
sent. Certain classes stand out prominently. 
there are synthetic compounds, active principles and 
new salts, real discoveries chemistry that may have 
the virtues and drawbacks chloral hydrate, sul- 
phonal, urotropin, salol, codein, cocain and others. 
They are usually put the market with very little 
preliminary testing, but with the most sweeping 
claims. There are mixtures these with other sub- 
stances, representing advance phar- 
macy, often not. Then, there are preparations, 
whose chief recommendation that they are pleas- 
ing appearance the language 
practical pharmacy. Though more efficient 
than plainer preparations, they seem capable filling 
useful purpose, but are often hampered secrecy 
composition unfounded claims far-reaching 
therapeutic action. Expensive advertising and lavish 
distribution “samples,” neither which should 
necessary legitimate trade, enormously raise the 
price which these are sold. 


unfortunate that the laws and customs 
ownership not permit clearer separation va- 
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rious classes. There deep-seated objection 
the part most physicians, the taking out 
patents such inventions instruments drugs, 
but seems that this attitude wrong 
principle and partly responsible for good deal 
the demoralization now obviously existing. 


speaking, course, genuine discoveries and not 


mixtures formule. 

curious and paradoxic fact that objection 
made physicians taking out copyrights books, 
yet there essential difference. the present 
organization society, not only legal, but 
natural and proper, that any one making inven- 
tion discovery value should able realize 
return for his pains ingenuity, and this 
right can best preserved patent. Jenners and 
Pasteurs will doubtless continue investigate with- 
out hope expectation gain, for the love ex- 
perimentation, and will achieve not only glory, but 
also more material rewards, but that reason for 
checking inventive talent lower order. The man 
who invents new dye may make fortune. Why 
not the man who invents drug that will for 
pneumonia what quinine does for malaria? 

Regarding instruments, not protected, imper- 
fect, imitations are put the market. one 
benefited except the makers, who deserve only the 
ordinary returns for their part the transaction. 
the inventor wishes lower the price can easily 
forego his royalties and give the buyer the benefit. 
not intend discuss the question the 
profit derived from patents books, instruments 
medicines, though there matter for discussion 
this point, but merely emphasize the propriety 
allowing inventors authors control, for time 
least, the manufacture their products. The in- 
cidental fact that the price the article may en- 
hanced the patent does not affect the question ma- 
terially. Prices medicines will always regu- 
lated, like other commodities, the law demand 
and supply. fashion causes elevation price 
beyond the real value the article, occurs with 
many other things besides drugs, this does not seem 
sufficient reason for interference with the well- 
known laws trade. 

Perhaps the strongest objection against the own- 
ing patents instruments medicines physi- 
cians, but one that rarely expressed, the danger 
abuse ways not open the usual objects 
trade. author can hardly stimulate the sale 
book any but obvious ways, but medical man, 
especially has reputation scientist, might 
excite artificial demand for instrument 
new remedy. Yet the danger this much more 
likely exist, and greater degree, the owner- 
ship disguised, may now, and fact some- 
times is. Publicity such case, others, seems 
the most promising check dishonesty either intel- 
lectual financial. 

far have assumed that proprietary medicine 
may value. Many the newer nostrums, 
some the very ones most objectionably advertised, 
have not only been imitated manufacturing phar- 
macists openly patronized the profession, but have

even been admitted the Pharmacopeia with haste 
not characteristic sound therapeutics. 

not think realize clearly enough the enor- 
mous waste time and energy the trial new 
remedies. Many are doomed early oblivion, 
perusal the advertising pages any series 
ical journals makes clear. Just the names nos- 
trums advertised and trolley cars 
change year after year, those medical jour- 
nals. ‘Many others would disappear, but for costly 
advertising, which is, course, paid for the pur- 
chaser. 

Two sets evils follow from this ever-changing 
but never-ceasing flood. the one hand, the lay- 
man has perpetuated strengthened him the be- 
lief the magical properties, distinguished from 
the physiologic effects, medicines—the faith 
drugs substitutes for right living. Or, the 
development bacterial therapy and prophylaxis, 
has set hope, not trust, the use anti- 
bodies place efficient public hygiene, g., ty- 
phoid inoculations instead pure water and proper 
antirabic inoculations instead proper dog 
laws, etc., etc. Or, again, less credulous, con- 
cludes that the art medicine has not principles 
all, that medicines “are for readiness, and not for 
propriety” (Bacon). 

the other hand, the physician who follows 
such methods fails increase should thera- 
peutic experience and facility. Getting therapeutic 
knowledge, perhaps, but never therapeutic wisdom, 
drifts along, depending more the statements 
whose interests drugs are chiefly their thera- 
eutic effects, and hardly all his own observa- 
tions. Even observations are carefully made and 
recorded, the accumulation fails because the va- 
riety data, the case physician know 
who tried some three dozen creasote preparations 
many cases consumption short time, and 
was unable speak confidently any one. 

The making new preparations and the haste 
try them form vicious circle. Synthetic drugs and 
mixtures were poured forth 
with which the first ventures these lines were tak- 
up. the sick layman grasps anything the 
way treatment, many physicians prescribe new 
and untried drugs, and just every soldier Na- 
poleon’s armies carried marshal’s his 
knapsack, every assistant chemical factory 
dreams and works for new synthetic, and many 
teacher whose ambition supposed centered 
working just hard some similar scheme. The 
manufacturers gladly exploit any novelty, expecting 
the usual The medical profession, one 
the most striking examples the triumph 
Hope over Experience, keeps accepting the dis- 
coveries, repeating over and over the story dis- 
appointment. 

The natural tendency believe everything, not 
always repressed training, skilfully fostered 
the resources the modern advertiser. Exaggera- 
tion inseparable from the enthusiasm in-

ventor and discoverer. Had not been for the un- 
proved assertion, based perfect good faith, the 
complete and permanent protection against small- 
pox, the use vaccination would long have been 
delayed. There some difference between the san- 
guine hopes discoverer and the studied rhetoric 
advertising expert, but the difference not 
easy see. the case proprietary remedies ex- 
aggerated claims excellence every point, asser- 
tions fredom from the untoward effects insepar- 
able from the action remedies, insinuations new 
properties and suggestions the imperfection use- 
lessness older remedies are all advanced with 
skill born keen competition. 

Sometimes the assertions are absurd that 
would seem impossible for any one pay further 
attention the substance advertised, yet experience 
shows that this not so. few years ago prep- 
aration was exploited which was claimed contain 
live red blood corpsucles, which latter were alleged 
capable entering the body the sick man 
and restoring health. finding the phil- 
osopher’s stone, the realization perpetual motion, 
the existence Dowie’s healing power seem 
easy accept theorems Euclid compared with 
these claims. And yet this product, notwithstanding 
disreputable beginning and later stage less 
daring, but just cloudy, has become, not the 
head the corner, least part the basis many 
medical journal. The claims organic iron prep- 
arations, intestinal antiseptics, cardiac stimulants 
and antipyretics are almost bad and not require 
further mention. 

Unfortunately, all these claims, the manufac- 
turers are aided testimonials from physicians, 
just dangerous the testimonials governors 
and congressmen that fill certain newspapers. The 
plain puff too obvious, and pseudo-scientific articles 
are published often with great luxury illustration. 

The manager one the most iniquitous frauds 
ever sold once told with honest pride that his 
firm never made statement did not believe. 
was astounded first, but looking through the 
literature found the claim was literally true. Ev- 
erything necessary exploit the material was fur- 
nished physicians. the information was 
given gratis may mitigating circumstance. 

There another method furthering the use 
new preparations, becoming widespread sug- 
gest conspiracy, though the growth may merely 
the result “mob suggestion.” This the villifi- 
cation critics indiscriminate irrational drug- 
ging. “Who not for against seems 
the motto drug sellers, and just as, sixty years 
ago, Skoda was called therapeutic nihilist because 
believed that bleeding and tartar emetic were not 
necessary the treatment people with pneumonia, 
now any one who does not once and always 
prescribe large and numerous doses drugs given 
the same term—arid with the obvious intention 
making him odious. 

What are the remedies for the abuses connected 
with the sale proprietary medicines and which 
have imperfectly sketched the preceding lines? 
many the prospect seems hopeless. Drugs, like 
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mighty flood, pour out rapidly that many are 
swept off their feet. Yet the situation neither 
unique nor hopelessly bad. Sound, temperate Hip- 
pocratic medicine has lived through even worse 
phases. The physician the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries had coal-tar preparations and 
sera, but had more than 3,000 plants his ma- 
teria medica, not mention minerals and animals 
all kinds from worms man, their organs, secre- 
tions and excretions. Medicine survived this, the 
richer few remedies real value, and there 
seems reason fear that oblivion will overcome 
the less useful the newer discoveries and permit 
the good ones take admitted rank. 

How secure the really valuable new remedies 
the problem now before all earnest therapeutists. 
Repression force enactment can never serve 
against such condition. The right investigate, 
discover, wished for patent new remedies, 
need not curtailed. Authoritative bodies, govern- 
mental otherwise, can much assist de- 
termining the status such products, but the final 
verdict must come from the great body practical 
therapeutists, the physicians actual charge sick 
people. Such body the Council Pharmacy 
and Chemistry this Association may perform 
important function inmakingimpartial examinations 
and reports new substances obscure composi- 
tion, but can not determine whether not such 
substances shall used. The American Pharma- 
cologic Society can also carry equally valuable 
work making further tests. But such body can 
depended disclose all the good things and re- 
press the bad, and just far prevents the de- 
velopment the spirit responsibility and 
criticism the part the physician will 
harm. 

Medicine has never been successful when bound 
down traditions, schools and authorities. has 
only flourished when made use every resource 
that science chance could bring—whether the 
cinchona bark the savage, the hydrotherapy the 
peasant the synthetic compounds the university 
professor—testing all things, holding fast the 
good. 

shall take the liberty discussing briefly some 
the solutions for the present abuses. 

One the most general the exclusion ad- 
vertisements proprietary medicines, least those 
unknown composition, from medical journals. 
There are some good reasons why this view should 
receive consideration. scientific periodical cer- 
tainly makes more pleasing impression when 
free from all advertising. the case journals 
able find advertisements drugs, books, instru- 
ments and other supplies, but even classified 
difficult find what wanted there prepon- 
derating number notices drugs, mostly un- 
known. are particularly exasperating when 
inserted among the pages text, some the 
most reputable English periodicals. the other 
hand, merely keeping such advertisements out 
journals would not stop the nuisance, for the same 
matter, more, would forced other 
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ways—sample copies, circulars and the like. Nor 
would the exclusion such matter from journals 
likely aid the morals those who now fall 
victims the wiles the advertiser. the prac- 
tice medicine, virtue that comes only from lack 
cases. Moreover, the daily weekly appearance 
advertisement can not sufficient reason for any 
competent person patronize the thing advertised. 
Surely the readers medical journals not buy 
every Carriage automobile, even every book, any 
more than they buy all the bargains advertised the 
daily paper. Medicines, like get-rich-quick schemes, 
furnish bait unusual attraction, but both can 
withstood. 

can hardly physicians will 
abandon the reading journals with advertisements 
nostrums, but the goods advertised were not 
bought the obnoxious pages would soon disappear. 


would seem possible exclude the most 


gerated obviously baseless claims, but this not 
easy might seem first glance, the follow- 
ing experience shows: recent number the 
Fortschritte der Medizin there was brief notice 
preparation loudly advertised America, with 
fling the “credulous colleagues” land 
unbounded Yet the same number 
the same journal, all the previous numbers, 
were many advertisements, just bad, in- 
cluding one remedy for gout, sciatica, “all 
rheumatisms,” influenza and nervous headaches, the 
same being also useful putrid 
bronchitis, typhoid and pneumonia, and specific for 
whooping cough, asthma, cardiac neuoses and ar- 
teriosclerosis 

decided gain would come from freer criti- 
cism all kinds our medical literature. fear 
frankness seems bind all—in abstracts, 
book reviews editorials. Much this de- 
pends, doubt, trade affiliations, but seems 
spread beyond them. may permitted cite 
example. plain and easily controllable investiga- 
tion the claims widely advertised mud prep- 
aration was published The Journal the Associa- 
tion instigation. Personal communications 
and letters from many physicians confirm idea 
that the report was one value. Within few 
days after appeared circular letter was issued 
medical journals, giving misleading account 
(though had been believed the writer) the 
origin the article, and requesting editors other 
journals not abstract it. The scientific state- 
ments the article were easy test, and were im- 
portant, matter how the article originated. Most 
the periodicals, however, followed the wishes 
the advertisers and the article was conspicuous 
its absence from the abstract columns the great 
bulk journals. 

Incidents this kind, for sure the experi- 
ence mentioned not unique, indicate one the 
greatest obstacles the freedom medical science. 

Recently very clear-minded critic affairs has 
pointed out the advantage greater frankness 
the part physicians toward patients. think most 
agree this, least the case intelligent 
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patients. But there not greater need 
frankness among ourselves, and especially plain 
speaking, without cant, prejudice passion, re- 
gards one phase one the greatest evil the 
day—the nostrum evil? 

best proprietary remedies will continue 
made and advertised, and all sorts claims will 
made for them. profession can not directly 
stop these things, even think desirable 
so. 

however, learn how use better than 
now well-known remedies and that way lessen 
the use the others. And, although can not 
draw sharp line between unprincipled time-serving 
the affectation ultramodernity, can least 
express opinion crude experimentation. 
can assume that the physician who depends the 
remedies advertised display type more de- 
serving the credit advanced views than one who 
should sell his horses automobile and buy bal- 
loon for making his daily calls. can look 
mental healing new application massage. 
this were done, production would less rapid, the 
vogue each novelty shorter, the possible virtues 
some more quickly determined. 

times, doubt, some loss would come from 
this attitude, did from the neglect the rev- 
elations Holmes, Semmelweiss and Lister. Yet 
there would compensations. Perhaps the loss 
life from the delay accepting asepsis was not 
greater than that from the indiscriminate use coal- 
tar antipyretics. 

How can the profession brought better 
attitude regards the present evil? Many think 
the solution found more teaching pre- 
scription writing, lectures therapeutics. dif- 
fer from those who hold this view. What needed 
(1) broader and deeper training preliminary and 
biologic branches and the cultivation exact habits 
mind; (2) more intense study pathology, not 
merely acquire anatomic data, but learn the 
actual results and extent the lesions common 
disease, that the student may offset speculation 
with fact; (3) more intimate study clinical 
medicine, that can only come from more prolonged 
and more personal investigation the bedside. 

speaking the evils the nostrum habit 
among physicians not forget that, although 
usually speak the profession whole, the in- 
dividuals vary enormously capacity and oppor- 
tunities for the study medicine? Doubtless many 
graduates hopelessly poor schools become sound 
and well-informed physicians, and equally doubtless 
some graduates great schools fall into utter rout- 
inism, but not the chief fault the existence sev- 
eral scores schools that never have given and 
never can give proper medical instruction? 

sum up, proprietary medicines are increasing 
the result natural developments. These abuses 
spring partly from the exaggeration legitimate 
commercial methods, partly from the credulity 
the medical profession. The remedy for this part 
wholly ourselves. Let all can over- 
come this least. 
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PROFESSOR GEORGE BLUMER. 


Dr. George Blumer, the recently elected Profes- 
sor the Theory and Practice Medicine Yale, 
took his duties the beginning the ninety- 
fourth annual session, September 27. Dr. Blumer 
comes eminently well equipped for the posi- 
tion. The students Yale Medical School are in- 
deed well pleased have man his preparation 
and experience their teacher. 

Dr. Blumer received his early medical instruc- 
tion Cooper Medical College San Francisco, 
Cal. After 1891 served year 
interne the City and County Hospital San 
Francisco. Next post-graduate work 
Johns Hopkins University along the lines Bac- 
teriology and Pathology, also doing some work 
Surgery. continued this study until June, 
1893, when became assistant the surgical staff 
the Johns Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore, Md., un- 
der Professor Halsted. Dr. Blumer then became 
assistant the medical staff the same hospital 
under Professor Osler. 

September, 1896, Dr. Blumer gave his posi- 
tion Johns Hopkins accept the directorship 
the Bender Hygienic Laboratory, which had just 
reached completion Albany, New York. During 
the seven years Albany was first adjunct pro- 
fessor; later professor Pathology and Bacteriol- 
ogy Albany Medical College. Professor Blumer 
was also pathologist the Albany Hospital, the 
St. Peter’s Hospital and the Childs’ Hospital 


Albany, and the Cohoes Hospital, Cohoes, New 
York. For some years held like position 
the medical staff the Troy Hospital and the Sa- 
maritan Hospital Troy, New York. 1900 
was made director the Bureau Pathology and 
Bacteriology the New York State Board 
Health. 


the Fall 1903 Professor Blumer resigned 
the numerous positions held him and went 
California, where accepted position Asso- 
ciate Professor Pathology the Cooper Medi- 
cal. College San Francisco; also had charge 
the course Clinical Pathology. During the ses- 
sion 1905-1906 was assistant Medicine the 
Medical Department the University California. 


Professor Blumer man considerable literary 
experience, having written numerous articles and 
monographs pertaining medical subjects, more 
especially pathology and bacteriology. Since 1894 
has published thirty more different articles, 
the most important being “Tuberculosis the 
Stomach,” “Tuberculosis the Aorta,” “Trichino- 
sis,” “Noma,” “Choleastoma the Choroid Plexus,” 
“Status Lymphaticus,” etc. They are 
mostly found the American Journal 
Medical Sciences, The Johns Hopkins Hospital Bul- 
letin, and The Albany Medical Annals. 


Professor Blumer was junior editor the Albany 
Medical Annals, 1902-1903. joint author 
Lartigau- Blumer’s text-book “Clinical Bacteriol- 
the Association American Physicians, the Asso- 
ciation American Pathologists and Bacteriolo- 
gists, the American Medical Association, the Ameri- 
can Academy Medicine, the San Francisco County 
and the California State Medical 
Med. Journal.

All who love medical literature and the advance- 
ment medicine this city, wish see the most 
made the fine gift the late Levi Lane’s 
widow. That combination the County Medi-

who must not belong this group, and whose duty 
will safeguard the property the County 
Medical Society. This not intended reflec- 
tion upon the trustees the Lane foundation, but 
device preserve that balance power nec- 
essary stability affairs. 

the Lane foundation framed that its trus- 
tees may drawn from the medical profession 
San Francisco large, then the above objection 
would fall the ground, then all would receive 
equal representation; and the control the entire 
library would really rest with the County Medical 
Society, the representative society all physicians 
the county. -This may look like surrender 
the Lane Library the profession; but this not 
so, for only good for the profession, and the 
entire profession may trusted take care 
it. may also look like unequal bargain; for 
the County Society has building, and 
very little property except its income. has, how- 
ever, large income, and the future will have 
very large income, for this city bound grow, 
and shortly, into one the largest the world; 
the fire, looking now like disaster, will really make 
grow all the more rapidly, just made Chi- 
cago grow rapidly. The County Society must see 
that this income, neither now nor the fu- 
ture, given away institution, matter how 
admirable this institution itself may be, over 
which has control. That control must 
such dignity that the most sensitive member 
the County Medical Society will feel honored 
being appointed trustee it; and can only 
retain this feeling meeting his fellows the 
Lane foundation absolute equality.

Diseases the Nervous System Resulting From 
Accident and Injury. Pearce Bailey, D., 
Clinical Lecturer Neurology, Columbia Uni- 
versity, New York City; Consulting Neurologist 
the Roosevelt, St. Lukes, and Manhattan 
State Hospitals, etc. New York and London. 
Appleton and Co. 1906. 627 pages. 

After technical introduction which the usual 
methods examination are described fair detail, 
the subject matter arranged under three prin- 
cipal heads. part one, the “Organic Effects 
Injury the Nervous System” are considered, 
part two “The Functional Effects Injury” are 
reviewed, whilst part three devoted “Medico- 
legal Considerations,” with especial reference 
malingering. 

The greatest interest attaches the last two 
sections which the author allied 
neuroses. Many the conditions here described 
have, one form another, been source con- 
fusion the general practitioner, often rendering 
his testimony expert witness little value 
not actually detrimental.

Lond. Clinical Pathologist King’s College 
Hospital and Pathologist the Children’s Hos- 
pital, Paddington Green; formerly Assistant 
Bacteriologist the Royal Colleges Physi- 
cians and Surgeons, and Sometime Lecturer 
Pathology and Bacteriology the University 
Birmingham. Blakiston’s Son Co., Phila- 
delphia.
